SKELETON FOUND 
IN ILLINOIS MAY 
BE 5600 YEARS OLD 


CHESTER, Ill, June 28 (AP) 
—State archeologists excavating 
in Randolph county have un- 
earthed a human skeleton they 
believe to be the oldest ever 
discovered in the United Stats. 

John S. Tarr, assistant field 
director of the group, said the 
speciment is believed to be the 
skeleton of a woman, dead 


about 5600 years. 

The site of the discovery is 
near Modoc, about 15 miles 
northwest of Chester. Tarr 


said the skeleton was found this 
week at a depth of about nine 
feet. Archeologists estimate 
each foot of depth of the area's 
rock surface to be about 600 
years old.

WEIGHT, SHOWS 
SELF AT WINDOW 


Eisenhower Appears 
Three Times to Wave 
as Band Plays Out- 
side Hospital. 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP 
—President Eisenhower's doc- 
tors reported today the Chief 
Executive has started to gain 
weight for the first time since 
his operation. 

This encouraging news came 
as the President, after making 
the first public appearance of 
his hospital stay, prepared to 
leave Walter Reed Army Medi- 
cal Center Saturday morning 
and continue recuperation at 
his farm near Gettysburg, Pa 

A morning medical bulletin 
said: 

“The President had a 
night’s rest. He slept almost 
continuously for nine hours 

“His temperature is 98, 
pulse is 78, his blood pressure 
118 over 70, his respiration is 
18—all of which are norma! 

“His weight this morning 
showed a gain of one pound. 

“His condition continues to 
progress satisfactorily, his spir- 
its and morale are high.” 

They certainly appeared high 
last night when the President 
popped his head through the 
open window of his hospital 
room and waved a salute to a 
small crowd and the Army 
band, which had lured him into 
public view for the first time 
with a rendition of “Army 
Blue.” 

Compliments to Leader. 

White House press secretary 
James C. Hagerty said in giving 
out the morning medical bulle- 
tin that the President is send- 
ing his compliments to the band 
leader, Maj. Hugh Curry, for 
a “very fine performance.” 

Curry was a warrant officer 
(and a band leader under Gen 
Eisenhower when he com- 
manded the United States 
forces in North Africa in World 
War I! 

Mr. Eisenhower's weight now 
is 163 pounds. It has stood at 
162—a loss of 7 pounds—since 
his June 9 operation 

Asked about prospects for 
building up the President's 
weight to its previous level, 
Hagerty said: “It'll be slow, 1 
think. This is the first time 
there has been a change.” 

Mr. Eisenhower skipped his 
usual daily meeting with White 
House aids because they ar- 
rived later than usual and he 
was sleeping when they got 
there. He had no other sched- 
uled appointments. They were 
late today because Sherman 
Adams, chief assistant, attended 
a meeting of the National Se- 
curity Council 

Let Him Sleep. 

Hagerty said Adams and the 
others waited half an hour, then 
since the President was still 
sleeping and they had “nothing 
of urgency” for him to act on, 
decided to let him sleep and 
come back tomorrow. The Presi- 
dent had been awake earlier in 
the day but dropped to sleep 
again. 

Hagerty said the bill setting 
up the biggest highway con- 
struction program in the na- 
tion's history now has arrived 
at the White House and “will 
be in the order of business 
probably starting tomorrow.” 
Mr. Eisenhower is expected to 
sign it by the end of the week 

Asked if the President would 
be briefed later on today’s Se- 
curity Council meeting, Hagerty 
said only that the Chief Execu- 
tive “is familiar with the 
agenda.”

Huge furnaces of the industry 
meanwhile were being cooled 
down as a precaution against 
damage in event no solution is 
found in the next three days 
Some industry sources esti- 
mated the cooling down process 
and the reheating, even if there 
should be no strike, would cost 
a production loss of 500,000 
tons, or about $65,000,000. 
John A. Stephens, United 
states Steel vice president and 


chief industry negotiator, re- 
ported “‘no change” in the bar- 
gaining situation on arriving 


at the Hotel Roosevelt for to- 
day's meeting. 

David J.. McDonald, United 
Steelworkers president, told 
reporters the union wants a 
contract and that its negotiators 
will work straight through to 
the strike deadline if necessary 
to obtain one 
Reject Each Other's Proposals. 

The major companies and 
the union earlier rejected each 
other's proposals to delay the 
strike 

Negotiations were not broken 
off when the compromise pro- 
posals were rejected last night. 
But with the deadline nearing, 
fires began going out in plants 
across the country. 

Workers at United States 
Steel's Gary (Ind.) works, larg- 
est in the world, and at Bethle- 
hem's Sparrows Point plant in 
Maryland, the next largest, be- 
gan slowing down coke ovens 
and were scheduled to begin 
banking blast furnaces late to- 
night 

Unless a settlement is 
reached quickly, open-hearth 
fires would get their last stok- 
ing some time tomorrow. 

Similar cooling off operations 
were reported at dozens of 
smaller plants in this key in- 
dustry. 

2 Weeks to Heat Up Again. 

(The United Press pointed 
out that since it takes three 
days to cool furnaces and two 
weeks to heat them up again, 
at least 1,000,000 tons produc- 
tion could be lost even if the 
strike is averted before Satur- 
day midnight.) 


(In Washington, the United 
Press said. Federal mediators 
were keeping a close watch but 


indicated they have no plans 
at the moment for intervening 
It was indicated that the Fed- 
eral Mediation Service will not 
step in unless negotiations be- 
come deadlocked and federal 
mediators feel they might be 
able to help.) 

Both sides worked frantically 
last night to avert a shutdown, 
and each blamed the other 
when the efforts ended in stale- 
mate 

Twelve major companies be- 
gan the exchange of compromise 
proposals by suggesting in a 
letter to union president David 
J. McDonald that the strike be 
postponed indefinitely and ne- 
gotiations continued after the 
contract expires at midnight 
Saturday 

The letter suggestedthat dur- 
ing the negotiations the union 
give 72 hours advance written 
notice of a strike any time after 
the deadline to prevent cool- 
ing damage to furnaces

MYSTERY ILLNESS 
IS FATAL TO 200 IN 
JAPAN SINCE 1954 


TOKYO, June 28 ‘UP)—A 
Japanese physician has re- 
ported the deaths of 200 young 
persons in Tokyo from an ail- 
ment similar to the fatal “night- 


mare” disease in the Philip- 
pines, it was disclosed today. 
Dr. Saburo Yoshimura of the 


Tokyo Metropolitan Health Bu- 
reau told a meeting of doctors 
last week that 60 -persons died 
in 1954, another 60 in 1955 and 
80 so far this year from the 
mysterious illness 

“I gather that nation-wide 
the deaths must total several 
hundred” this year, Yoshimura 
Said 

He said autopsies have given 
no clue to the illness because 
other than a “relaxed” state of 
the heart tissue and heavy ac- 
cumulation of blood in the 
heart, no other abnormal com- 
plications could be seen. 

Dr. Yoshimura said a feature 
of the illness was that the vic- 
tims mostiy were healthy men 
between 20 and 30 years old 
who were in high spirits up to 
the time they went to bed and 
died.

HONG KONG, June 28 (AP)

PRESSURE TAKEN 
OFF U.S. WORKERS 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (UP) 
—President Eisenhower  ap- 
proved a new policy yesterday 
which will keep over-zealous 
agency heads from pressuring 
government workers to contrib- 
ute to charity drives. 

The new policy calls for “true 
voluntary giving.” It does away 
with keeping records on gov- 
ernment workers’ contributions 
and does not require an em- 
ploye to sign a public pledge 
card 

In the past, some agency 
heads, in an effort to meet 
charity drive quotas, have even 
called their subordinates before 
them in private to make them 
ante up for charity 

The new policy will be put 
into effect soon by a formal 
presidential order. It was de- 
veloped with approval of the 
Cabinet after more than a year 
of study. 

The ne wpolicy also limits 
charity solicition periods to not 
more than three a year. In cases 
where communities have a 
United Fund serving all rec- 
ognized agencies, only one so- 


licitation would be permitted.

‘The. widespread broadcast of 
the article strengthened the be- 
lief of experts in Washington 
that Khrushchev and his asso- 
ciates have decided it is neces- 
sary to make some kind of an 
answer soon to criticisms abroad 
o fthe way in which they have 
handled the Stalin denunciation 
campaign.) 

Permission Needed. 

It is impossible, these Sovict 
experts argue, that the princi- 
pal mouthpiece of the Com- 
munist party could have de- 
cided to print such a letter 
without the approval of Khrush- 
chev after consultation at the 
highest party levels 

It must mean that Khrush- 
chev and his government have 
decided to break the news to 
the entire Russian people of

party congress. This speech, 
which was made public in the 
United States by the State De- 
partment, has never been 
printed in the U.S.S.R. How- 
ever, abbreviated versions of it 
have been communicated to key 
Communist party members 
both inside Russia and abroad. 

The fact that the Communist 
party saw fit to print a letter 
questioning the responsibility

Toughness a Handicap. 
The only hard facts in this 


connection are that other mem- 
bers of Russia's Politburo have 
been noticed at public gather- 
ings seeking to restrain Khrush- 
chev when he gets into one of 
his blunt and often downright 
rude moods. It is a possibility 
that his toughness and frank- 
ness may be considered a han- 
dicap in an era when the Rus- 
sians are secking to win the 
world with sweetness and light 

The best wav of summarizing 
American attempts to define the 
high-level struggle for power 
that may be going on inside the 
Kremlin is in terms of one So- 
viet expert who said 

“Trying to diagnose top-level 
Soviet politics is like watching 
a dog fight under a blanket. 
You know something is going 
on—but you can't tell quite 
what'”

‘Crisis of Perplexity’ 

In his last-minute appeal for the Eisenhower 
Administration's foreign aid program, Secretary 
of State Dulles spoke of a “crisis of perplexity” 
in the Communist world. He related this to a 
scoreboard discussion of Soviet foreign policy 
gains and losses. 

Certainly there is a crisis of perplexity in 
Communist affairs across the world. The de- 
nunciation of Stalin and replacement of fallen 
idols seem to be leading toward. important 
shifts in the Soviet system. But the evidence 
so far indicates that this crisis is chiefly domes- 
tic and political. At least it has not noticeably 


interfered with the vigor of Soviet foreign’ 
policy. 
Secretary Dulles told reporters he did not 


regard the Communist arms deal with Egypt 
as a triumph for Communism. He said he did 
not consider the Iceland election returns to be 
a defeat for the West. He gave the Kremlin 
generally a score of zero. 

Yet the fact is that the Communist bloc has 
armed Egypt and made approaches to the Arab 
states. Indonesia has just formally accepted a 
Russian offer of economic aid matching that 
currently received from the United States. And 
Moscow's relations with Yugoslavia have im- 
proved at least to a point where Marshal Tito 
believes the Soviet Union “is ready to struggle 
for peace.” . 

These events may not add up to major tri- 
umphs of Soviet foreign policy, but surely they 


show that Soviet foreign policy retains’ both 
skill and boldness. Secretary Dulles himself 
was first to insist that this “new look” in 


Soviet foreign policy is one against which the 
West. must be on guard. 

In fact, if the criss of perplexity had infected 
the Kremlin's conduct of foreign affairs, there 
would be less need now for the strong appeals 
for foreign aid from Secretary Dulles and from 
Senator George of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. But as Chairman George said, this is 
no time to liquidate the free world’s strength. 
And as Secretary Dulles said, this is no time 
for complacency | 

Keeping score on East-West gains and losses 
is not a very profitable business. An objective 
appraisal of the crisis of Communism might 
show that there is strength as well as weakness 
in it. If so, the West will need to adapt its 
policies to meet that new look in Moscow.

“No white man is big enough to run 
me out of Brookhaven!’ Those were 
Ditney. Smith’s last words. 


A white fist landed in his face. The 
60-year-old Negro rolled 20 feet and 


came up minus two teeth but fighting. 
His antagonist was a larger man and 
years younger, but Ditney Smith was 
tough. He was slugging it out toe to 
toe when a second assailant thrust a 
gun into his ribs and fired. Smith ran 


a few paces, fell and died on the 
courthouse lawn. 
Brookhaven is the county seat of 


Lincoln county, Miss., a shopping cen- 
ter for three counties. The shooting 
occurred on a Saturday, last Aug. 13, 
nine days before a primary election. 
George Prentice, now business man- 
ager of the Brookhaven Leader-Times, 
was then employed by the Jackson 
State Times. He covered the story for 
the Jackson paper. The reconstruction 
of events above is based on his files 


Eight days after the killing Sheriff 
Robert Case arrested Noah Smith, Mack 
Smith and Charles Falvey on a war- 
rant issued on the authority of District 
Attorney E. C. Barlow charging them 
with first-degree murder. They were 
released under bond 


The Prosecutor s Report 


Light is thrown on this incredible 
delay by the signed statement Barlow 
gave the press 

With reference to the killing of 

Lamar Diddie Smith (colored) in Lin- 
coln county, Miss., on Saturday, Aug 

13, 1955: This killing occurred near 
the northeast corner of the chancery 
clerk's office while quite a number 
of people were at or near the scene 
and although I was within a block 
and a half of the courthouse at the 
time I did not know about the kill- 

ing until after the body was picked 

up and a jury of inquest impaneled 
Sheriff Case told me he saw 
Noah Smith leave the scene of the 
killing with blood all over him 
1 got no further information with 
the exception that one witness said 
he heard the commotion and heard 
the gun fire but did not know who 
it was... and although Case claimed 
to know who the man was, he made 
no effort to pick him up after being 

requested to do so by me until I 

signed an affidavit and had Judge 

Allen issue a warrant 

District Attorney Barlow further 
stated that he phoned Gov. Hugh White 
and asked that investigators from one 
or more of the state bureaus be sent 
to Brookhaven to look into the case, 
but his request Was not granted. 

The Governor did visit Brookhaven 
on Monday, Aug. 21. to confer with 
Sheriff Case concerning a petition 
signed by 450 residents of District 5 
requesting National Guard protection 
during the election to be held on Tues- 
day. Following this conference Sheriff 
Case issued the following statement: 

“The Governor was kind enough to 
come down this morning to confer with 


me about our local situation. It was 
agreed that the plan [ have outlined 
would afford protection, and there was 
no need for the National Guards.” 

On Tuesday afternoon, Sept. 20, the 
local grand jury issued its final report 

There was one killing which oc- 
curred near the courthouse and on 
the courtyard and although there 
were quite a number of people al- 
ledged (sic) to have been standing 
around and near said killing yet this 
grand jury has been unable to get 
evidence sufficient to make out a 
case of either murder or manslaugh- 
ter, and failed to get the evidence 
although it was generally known or 
alledged to be known who the parties 
were in the shooting, yet people 
standing within 20 or 30 feet at the 
time claim to know nothing about 
it, and most assuredly somebody has 
done a good job of trying to cover 
up the evidence in this case and try- 
ing to prevent the parties guilty 
therefor from being brought to jus- 
tiee, and this grand jury recommends 
that further investigation be made 
with reference to this case, but this 
grand jury has been unable to get 
so much as one witness whe would 
testify to the facts in this case 

We think that it is impossible for 

people to be within 20 or 30 feet of 
a difficulty in which one party is 
shot and lost his life in broad open 
daylight and nobody know nothing 
about it, or who did it. 

Ditney Smith is a symbol. He sym- 
bolizes the tenuous hold any Negro in 
the Deep South has on life itself. He 
symbolizes the “perfidious wrongs, im- 
medicable woes” of citizenship shorn of 
equality before the bar of justice 


He Stood His Ground 


Ditney Smith's real offense was re- 
vealed in the statement that precip- 
itated his murder: “No white man is 
big enough to run me out of Brook- 
haven!” He considered himself a full- 
fledged American citizen 

A prominent white citizen—a polit- 
ical power behind scenes—told Prentice 
after the shooting: “I knew Ditney well, 
hunted with him on occasion. I'm sure 
if there was any reason for the shoot- 
ing it was that Smith thought he was 
as good as a white man.” 


One bright spot in the dark picture 
is the press: Papers like the Jackson 
State Times and the Brookhaven Lead- 
er-Times provide at least a probing 
finger of light that can focus public 
attention on the problem. They exer- 
cise this function at considerable risk.

Under a new policy adopted 
by this convention, the $27.,- 
570,000 .for .capital _improve- 
ments wa included in the 
overall budgets in an effort to 
eliminate special fund drives 

In urging adoption of the 
$113,000,000 long-range pro- 
gram, the Rev. John Herrmann 
of St. Louis, head of the Synod's 
Stewardship Department, told 
the delegates that the 2,000,000 
members of the church had al- 
ready contributed $1,000,000 
more for the Synod in the first 
five months of 1956 than in the 
same period last year 

In 1955, Missouri Synod mem- 
bers gave more than $100,000.- 
000 for all church purposes. Its 
$76.33 per member giving aver- 
age topped all Protestant de- 
nominations having a member- 
ship of more than 1,000,000 ac 
cording to the Rev. Mr. Herr- 
mann.

abroad that it is to their self- 


interest to be friendly with us, 


but we must remember always 
friendship cannot be purchased 
nor won by coercion. It hurt us 
in Europe when the statement 
was made that the “era of the 
handout” was over. Nobody in 
Europe told me these things 
straight out, but the implication 
was strong in many conversa- 
tions. 

Third, we cannot object to 
any nation following a policy of 
neutrality, but we should let it 
be known that we believe 
it self-evident that neutralism 
is a luxury made possible for 
those countries only by the 
strength of the free world. If 
there were no NATO or other 
curb to Soviet expansion, there 
would be no neutral nations, 
only Soviet colonies. This the 
neutrals must understand. 

Fourth, NATO is strong and 
the leaders of western Europe 
are determined to make it 
stronger.

Orders Dulles | to Recon- 
sider Case of Attor- 
ney Called Commu- 
nist Supporter. 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP) 
~The United States Court of 
Appeals today directed Secre- 
tary of State Dulles to recon- 
sider his denial of a passport 
to Leonard B. Boudin, New 
York attorney. Boudin was re-

& supporter of the Communist 
movement. 


This action put off indefi- 
nitely a ruling by the court as 
to whether the State Depart- 
ment may rely on confidential 
information in denying a pass- 
port application. 

The appellate court also di- 
rected that district court retain 
jurisdiction in the case. It ex- 
plained this was done so that 
the court, if Boudin still is 
refused a passport, may con- 
sider whether findings made by 
the department are aon ea 
by the evidence of record.”

“has given reasons valid in law” 
for keeping confidential any 
information not disclosed to the 
attorney. 

Lower Court’s Ruling. 

In a landmark ruling last 
Nov. 22, now replaced by the 
appellate court's decision, 
United States District Judge 
Luther W. Youngdah] directed 
the State Department to give 
Boudin a new hearing and to 
rely for its decision only on 
evidence appearing in the 
record. 

The appellate court’s unani- 
mous decision, written by Judge 
George T. Washington, with the 
seven other members concur- 
ring, said Dulles, in denying 
Boudin’s application, failed to 
make the findings contemplated 
by the passport regulation on 
which he relied. 

Judge Washington said a sub- 
section of the regulation cited 
in the case “is not phrased to 
deny passports to every sup- 
porter of the Communist move- 
ment, without more.” 

“It states that passports shall 
be denied to persons ‘who en- 
gage in activities which support 
the Communist movement un- 
der such circumstances as to 
warrant the conclusion — not 
otherwise rebutted by the evi- 
dence—that they have engaged 
in such activities as a result 
of direction, domination or con- 
trol exercised over them by the 
Communist movement’,” Wash- 
ington wrote. 

No Such Finding Advanced. 

“In his letter to Boudin and 
even in his affidavit (filed in 
court) the Secretary has set out 
no finding or conclusion that 
Boudin’s alleged pro-Communist 
activities were the result of di- 
rection, domination, or control 
exercised over him by the Com- 
munist movement.” 


Boudin swore in a statement 


June 3, 1954, that he was not 
then a member of the Com- 
munist party or a person de- 
scribed in the regulations as one 
who had recently terminated 
membership but might continue 
to act in further interest of the 
party. 

In ordering the case returned 
to Dulles for further consider- 
ation, Judge Washington said 
Dulles “may conclude that a 
passport should be issued or 
that a further hearing is 
needed.”

“Nature, stubbornness, I sup- 
pose, had a lot to do with it,” 
he said, but added that “a lot 
of -it was blind faith” in his 
country—‘‘faith a little bit like 
religion.” 

He holds the Bronze Star for 
his conduct as a prisoner from 
July 4, 1952, until his release 
in September 1953. 

Harris teld his story at final 
hearings in which the subcom- 
mittee is investigating the na- 
ture of Communist brainwash- 
ing in the Korean war. 

The committee has heard tes- 
timony that as many as 70 per 
cent of all captured and repa- 
triated army prisoners yielded 
“to some degree” to brainwash- 
ing. 

Col. William N. Frash of the 
Marine Cofps testified that 
branch of the service had no 
such percentage.

Plame DEMANDED 
=~ BY CYPRUS TURKS 


Leader Says They Will 
Never Accept Assembly 
With Greek Majority. 


NICOSIA, ‘Cyprus. 
(AP)\—The leader of the Turkish 
minority on Cyprus declared 
yesterday the Turks will never 
accept any proposal to give the 
Greeks majority representation 
in the National Assembly. 

Dr. Fazil Kuchuk, chairman 
of the “Cyprus is Turkish” 
party, told a news conference 
the “rights and interests of the 
Turks can only be guaranteed 
by a constitution based on equal 
representation.” 

“If any other course is fol- 
lowed we shall again appeal to 
the Turkish government té de- 
fend our rights and interests, he 
added. 

Kuchuxk returned Tuesday 
from a month of talks in Tur- 
kev with government leaders. 

His declaration was issued 
amid revorts from London in- 
dicating that the British govern- 
ment is preparing to offer a 
new constitution for Cyprus 
which would give the dominant 
Greeks the majority in the 
Cyprus assembly 

Kuchuk said that to accept a 
constitution giving the Greeks 
an Assembly majority would 
mean “putting the hangman's 
noose” around the necks of the 
Turks 


“I wonder if Great Britain 
will sacrifice the friendship of 
Turkey,” he said. “I wonder if 
she will take such a course in 
favor of Greece which will mean

disaster for the whole Middle 
East.” 
Kuchuk, who speaks for the 


100.000 Turks of the island’s 
500.000 population, also assailed 
Britain's reported plan to offer 
the island’ self-determination 
within 10 to 15 years. 

“We consider it a great po- 
litical blunder and traitorship 
to accept self-determination 
which means nothing else but 
enosis (union with Greece),” he 
declared.

WASHINGTON, June 28 (INS) 
|'—Russia’s projected huge in- 
crease in agricultural produc- 
tion by 1960 was described to- 
day as “totally unrealistic” by 
a top United States specialist 
on Soviet agriculture. 

The official, who declined to 
be quoted by name, commented 
on a report of Russia's agricul- 
tural expansion’ plans for its 
sixth five-year plan, which runs 
from 1956 through 1960. 

The report, based on official 
and semi-official Soviet publi- 
cations and statements, was 
released simultaneously in

tion of the United Nations. 
The FAO said that between 
1955 and 1960 Russia proposes 
to increase production of meat 
100 per cent; milk 95 per cent; 
eggs 154 per cent and wool 82 


per cent 
The Ynited States expert

“these goals are totally unreal- 
istic.’ He said “past experience 
does not substantiate them.” 

The American noted that, ac- 
cording to official Soviet esti- 
mates, 1955 production of Rus- 
sian grain was only 29 per cent 
higher than what it was in 
1950, while the goal was a 40 
to 50 per cent increase. 

He said the goal for meat 
during this period was 80 to 90 
per cent but that actual pro- 
duction was only 30 per cent. 
The milk goal was 45 to 50 per 
cent greater than 1950 produc- 
tion figures but actual produc- 
tion was only 19 per cent.

ATHENS, June 28 (UP)—So- 
viet Foreign Minister Dmitri 
Shepilov arrived today for an 
informal visit that anti-govern- 
ment parties hope will push 
Greece into the neutralist camp. 

A strong police detachment 
took up positions around 
Athens airport hours before his 
arrival from Beirut, Lebanon. 
There were no honors and no 
official reception since the visit 
was informal. He was met only 
by Ambassador Alexandros 
Kountouriotis, chief of protocol 
of the Foreign Ministry. 

Greek sources said they ex- 
pected no “spectacular results” 
from the Shepilov mission since 
the visit itself was “spectacular 
enough.” But a Greek diplo- 
mat said Greek Premier and 


_Foreign Minister would go to 


Moscow if they were invited. 

Left-wing deputies urged that 
Greece “become a center of ap- 
peasement between the East 
and West” but even the Greek 
Communists were not pushing 
for a break with the West and 
an end to Greece’s NATO ties. 

Police took the strictest se- 
curity measures to protect 
Shepilov in view of the fact 
Greece suffered 100,000 casual- 
ties and spent one billion dol- 
lars to crush a Communist re- 
bellion at end of Word War II. 
At least one Athens newspaper 
called him an “unwelcame 
visitor.” 

A government spokesman was 
reserved in answering questions 
in Parliament on Shepilov’s 
visit and said he did not know 
what questions would be dis- 
cussed in Shepilov’s talks with 
Premier Karamanlis and For- 
eign Minister Evangelos Aver- 
off. 

Reliable sources said the 
United States embassy would be 
kept informed by the Greeks of 
all developments of the visit.

U.S. DUE 10 EASE 
POLICY TOWARD 
RUSSIAN VISIT 


Administration Accord 
Reported—President 
to Have Hand in De- 


cision. 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower is ex- 
pected to approve soon a more 
liberal policy for exchanges of 
visits between the United States 
and Russia. 

Officials said the policy state- 
ment, now reported agreed on 
in the Administration, would 
provide for the United States to 
propose some exchanges with 
Russia as well as to react to 
Soviet proposals. 


Secretary of State Dulles told 
a news conference yesterday 
that the problem of East-West 
exchanges “is coming up within 
the next few days, perhaps, for 
final decision. through the Na- 
tional Security Council and the 
President, which will help us 
firm our position.” 

The kind of policy the United 
States should have has been in 
controversy, principally among 
the State, Defense and Justice 
departments, for several months. 
According to some reports the 
Justice Department has not 
been enthusiastic about permit- 
ting a large number of Soviet 
vistors to come to the United 
States 

Should Avoid Curtzin. 

However, the State Depart- 
ment and such presidential ad- 
visers as Harold Stassen, the 
President's disarmament expert, 
have argued that the United 
States could not afford to erect 
an “Iron Curtain” of its own 
against visitors from the Soviet 
Union. 

With the policy debate in 
progress, the State Department 
and White House have been 
generally limited to responses 
to Soviet bids for more visits 
between the two countries. 

Russia took the initiative 
several weeks ago, for example, 
in inviting Gen. Nathan F 
Twining, Air Force chief, to go 
to Moscow for an Aviation day 
celebration 


Oificials said the new policy 
would provide for “positive 
action” by the United States on 


a basis of reciprocal treatment. 
The basic idea is that as the 
Russians open up their country 
to American visitors the United 
States is prepared to welcome 
Soviet visitors. 

Waiting for Guidelines. 

Dulles. said that each case 
will have to be decided on its 
own merits, but that “fairly 
clear principals and guidelines 
will, I hope, be laid down with- 
in the next few days.”

meetings “degenerate from stat- 
ed purposes.” : 
1. Police first must give 


warning by word. 

2. If that is unheeded, police 
mey give warning by firing into 
the air 

3. If they get no results, the 
police then may fire into the 
crowd. 

The restrictions on meetings 
provide that public rallies may 
be held only three times a year 
or 45 days before elections. 

The vote was 281 to 2, with 
many opposition members ab- 
sent. 

The new law provides fines 
plus jail sentences of three 
months to two years for viola- 
tons.

Based on Peace Plea, Book Says

WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP) 


—Against a background of Sen- 


ate controversy over how he ob- 
tained his confidential source 
material, Robert J. Donovan's 
book, “Eisenhower, The Inside 
Story,” is being published this 
weekend. 


Its highspots 
assertions: 


1. Probably the _ greatest 
single influence on Mr. Eisen- 
hower in deciding to seek a 
second term after his heart 
attack was the argument by 
his political advisers that he 
could work most effectively 
for world peace from the 
White House, not from retire- 
ment. Twelve associates dis- 
cussed the matter with him 
at a secret White House meet- 
ing last Jan. 13. 


2. Mr. Eisenhower “was not 
convinced that the vital inter- 
ests of the United States 
would be best served by pro- 
longed non-recognition” of 
Red China. 


3. The President's vexation 
with the “powerful right 

" x | 
wing” of his party reached 
such extremes in the summer 
of 1953 that for a time-he 
considered the idea of a new 
political party. 

New Life in South. 

4. Mr. Eisenhower told a 
Cabinet meeting that the Su- 
preme Court's decision hold- 
ing racial segregation in pub- 
lic schools unconstitutional 
necessitated a different pat- 
tern of life in the South. He 
said it would take time for 
people there to uproot old 
traditions and live by the 
new. FBI Chief J. Edgar 
Hoover reported at this meet- 
ing that Communists intended 
to inject the Negro question 
into every possible issue 

5. The tactics of Senator 
Joseph R. McCarthy (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, “disgusted and in- 
furiated” the President in 
private, but Mr. Eisenhower 
refused to tangle with the 
Senator in public. When Pres- 
dential aid C. D. Jackson late 
in 1953 drafted a presidential 
attack mentfoning McCarthy 
by name, the President 
banged it down on his desk 
and told Jackson angrily at a 
White House staff meeting: “I 
will not get in the gutter with 
that guy.” 

Mr. Eisenhower argued that 
to ficht McCarthy “either he 
would have to descend to Mc- 
Carthy’s level or else bring 
McCarthy up to the President's 
level, and he would not do 
either one.” 

White House Co-operation. 

Donovan took a leave of ab- 
sence as White House corre- 
spondent for the New York 
Herald Tribune to write the 
book Its jacket says it was 
written with White House co- 
operation but without official 
censorship. The book quotes di- 
rectly and indirectly from ap- 
parent notes or minutes on doz- 
ens of Cabinet meetings and 
other high level _ presidential 
conferences, 

In a preface, Donovan says 
none of the quotations, direct 
or indirect. were ‘“manufac- 
tured” by him. 

The Senate _ investigations 
subcommittee, headed by Sen- 
ator John L. McClellan (Dem.), 
Arkansas, is trying to find out 
who furnished the material to 
Donovan. McClellan said some 
documents quoted were “more 
secret” than some the Admin- | 
istration has withheld from 
Congress 

Cabinet Secretary Maxwell 
Rabb declined to appear in per- 
son before the McClellan group 
this week after sending word 
neither he nor any member of 
his staff “leaked” official docu- 
ments to the author. White 
House Press Secretary James 
C. Hagerty has declined to 
answer reporters’ questions 
about the book 

McCarthy's Demands. 


McClellan did not immediate- 
ly rule on a demand by Mc- 
Carthy that the subcommittee 
subpena Rabb. McCarthy also 
asked that Rabb be cited for 
contempt 

McCarthy also asked that 
Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jr. be invited before 
the subcommittee to say wheth- 
er the book quotes Brownell 
correctly in what McCarthy 
termed a “scurrilous” reference 
to him. 

Donovan quotes Brownell as 
telling a Cabinet meeting Juty 
29, 1955, that when he investi- 
gated the failure of the General 
Accounting Office to report to 
the FBI on questionable activi- 
ties by a certain clothing man- 
ufacturer, he “discovered that 
some of the GAO staff had been 
instructed by McCarthy to hold 
back such information until 
McCarthy felt the right time 
had come for producing it.” 

McClellan directed his staff 
Brownell asking him 
about the statements. McCarthy 
said if Brownell was quoted 
correctly he “is guilty of a de- 
liberate misstatement.” 

Donovan says McCarthy was 
mentioned at an April 2, 1954, 
Cabinet session during a dis- 
cussion of Eisenhower proposals 
to combat subversion. He says 
the President commented: “Bad 
thing about McCarthy is that he 
is impeding this work.” 

Donovan adds: “In view of 
this, the President added, but 
more in jest than seriously, it 
might be a good idea for the 
Kremlin to put McCarthy on its 
payroll.” 

Considered Third Party. 

The book, covering the first 
three Eisenhower years. through

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Soviet Journal Lays Setbacks 
In War to Army Commanders 


Anpesently Expresses Party's Viewpoint 


—Differences of Opinion With 
Military Cited. 


MOSCOW, June 28 (LP)— 
The authoritative journal Prob- 
lems of History today blamed 
Soviet commanders for Russian 
military setbacks in World War 
II and emphasized the impor- 
tance of the second front in 
the final victory over the Fas- 
cist enemies 

It was the first public criti- 
cism of individual army com- 


manders for their conduct of 
military operations in the last 
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war although Communist party 
secretary Nikita S. Khrushchev 
was reported to have blamed 
the late Joseph Stalin for some 
military defeats 

The controversy over whom 
to blame for military reversals 
was believed by observers to 
reflect a difference of opinion 
between Communist party lead- 
ers and the military The 
Journal apparently expressed 
the viewpoint of the party. 

The Journal’s criticisms were 
contained in a review of the 


recently published ‘Outline 
History of the Great Patriotic 
War.” The book, it said, suf- 


fered from “serious shortcom- 
ings.” 
Evaluation Incorrect. 

The Journal said flatly that 
the loss of strategic Anitiative 
by the Soviet army was due to 
“fiascos . .. incorr¢ct evalua- 
tion of the enemy. afd individ- 
ual commanders and/chiefs who 
did not know how {o organize 
the fighting action \of troops 
and direct them pro ¥ 


The journal attac the 
book for its omissions a mis- 
takes. It said the book giossed 


over the defeats and failed to 
show the hardships suffered by 
the Russian people 

It stressed that the Soviet 
Union was part of the anti- 
Fascist coalition with the Unit- 
ed States, Great Britain and 
other nations which “facilitated 
our victory, and aided in the 
historical task of destruction of 
bloody fascism despite’ the 
secret plans and calculations of 
the imperialists. 

The article took the book 
severely to task for paying little 
attention to tne importance of 
the second front. 

Sided With Herald.

The Military Herald had at-

Averell Harriman appears to 
be focusing his bid for the 
Democratic presidential nom-

Harriman made little po- 
litical progress on the surface 
at the forty-eighth annual Gov- 
ernors’ Conference which end- 
ed here yesterday, but he 
pounded away on his theme 
that the party must take a 
strong stand on civil rights. 

The New York Governors 
strategists professed to believe 
that if that issue is pushed to 
the forefront at the Chicago 
convention, so much pressure 
will be put on Stevenson that 
he will be forced into a stand 
alienating either Northern or 
Southern support 

Not Far Apart in Views. 

While his and Stevensons 
public statements on the Su- 
preme Court's order for racial 
integration in the schools have 
not been far apart, there 1s 
evidence that Harriman pre- 
pared to go much further than 
Stevenson now in the direc- 
tion of a declaration for en- 
forcement of that order 

As a possible evidence of 
how seriously some Southern- 
ers regard the consequences— 
for them—of a strong platform 
declaration, nine Dixie Govern- 
ors agreed at a meeting here 
yesterday to co-operate in ef- 
forts to prevent adoption of any 
plank of this kind 

They included some Steven- 
son supporters, but none who 
could be regarded as at all fa- 
vorable to Harriman

An additional 250 acres for

a knockout,” he writes 

“I had the winner (dark 
trunks), Round 8 but when 
I went to collect I was told 
that the winner did not win 
by a knockout but by a tech 
nical knockout and | was not 


given the jackpot 

“What's the difference be 
tween a fighter being knocked 
put on his feet and saved 
from bodily harm by the 
referee or a fighter being 
knocked to the canvas and 
counted out by the referee? 


“The tin horn gamblers are 
taking advantage of techni- 
cal knockouts and use that 
technicality for not paying 
off.” 

That questi.n of TKO. or 
K.O. has caused many de- 
bates Nat Fleischer's Ring 
Magazine and Record Book 
do not recognize a technical 
knockout. 

“When one fighter is un- 
able to finish a fight for any 
reason, other than a foul hy 
his opponent, he is knocked 
out” declares Nat, “that 
means he's knocked out of 
action and does not necessar- 
ily mean that hé’s knocked 
unconscious.” 

Otfier boxing men disagree 
They argue that when a 
fighter is incapacitated by an 
accident or by a cut, he 
should not be penalized by 
having a “K.O. by” entered 
-fn his record. They declare 
a fighter could be winning, 
suffer a cut which would 
cause the ringside doctor to 
order the bout stopped. Then 
why should such an ending be 
recorded as a knockout’ 

As to the case in point? it 
would seem the handlers of 
the jackpot should have this 
point clearly understood by 
all before the start 

Or better still, don't have 
jackpots. Don't bet on fights, 
is the best advice. That's 
what leads to al! the trouble 
in sports—boxing and other 
forms.

Miss Novak has publicity 
value and a figure and a pretty face, but if she has 
any comedy talent she has kept this fact pretty well 
under wraps. Also, she blew sky high and it's a trib- 


ute to Allen's skill that he made the fluffs rather 
funny. 


After a few more shakedown cruises, I think you 
will find this will be an‘adult show, a program that is 
a little different from anything else on the evening 
air, and a very entertaining one.

500 Recipes for Preparing Potatoes [rou nne 10 
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Some Ideas for Housewives Who Use Only a Few Methods 


By Hoyt Alden 


HERE are, we have just 

been informed by way of 

some edifying literature 
from the state of Maine which 
prides itself on, among other 
things, potatoes, more than 500 
known recipes for preparing 
that well known vegetable. 

The same researchers, we 
have also been informed, dis- 
covered that the American 
housewife confines herself al- 
most exclusively to about eight 
standard ways of preparing po- 
tatoes, and narrowing it down 
still further, most of them 
never wander from that narrow 
road of baked, boiled, fried 
and mashed. 


Even the scalloped potato, or 
escalloped if you want to be 
proper about it, is seldom seen 
any more, despite the fact that 
it’s one of man’s pleasantest 
ways to eat the spud. There are 
different recipes for escalloped 
potatoes, but essentially the 
idea is the same in all of them. 
Here's the way they do it down 
South: 


Peel and slice four big pota- 
toes. Get a half pound of salt 
pork which has about equal 
amounts of lean and fat, and 
cut it into thin strips. Fry the 
strips until they're crisp and 
brown, Then dice a half cup of 
celery. 

Now put alternate layers of 
potatoes, salt pork and celery 
in a greased baking dish. Then 
pour out all but two tablespoons 
of your pork fat left in the 
skillet. Heat it and blend in two 
and a half tablespoons of flour, 
two teaspoons of prepared mus- 
tard and a half teaspoon of 
salt. When it’s well blended, 
slowly add two cups of warm 
milk. Stir and cook this sauce 
until it boils, then pour it over 
the potatoes. Cover it and bake 
it in a 350 - degree oven for 
about 50 minutes, or until the 
potatoes are tender. A fine ac- 
companiment to a big platter of 
Southern fried chicken.

Pouring and Finishing Concrete. 


EXT to mixing, the second 

most important step. in 

working with concrete is the 
manner in which it is poured 
into the forms and what you 
do with it after it’s poured. 
You should never dump a lot of 
concrete into a form and let it 
go at that because to be strong 
and watertight, the concrete 
must be made compact. 


A good way to do this on 
small jobs is not to put more 
than six inches deep of concrete 
into the form at one time. As 
soon as a six-inch layer has 
been poured, spade it with your 
shovel or ram it with a piece of 
2 by 4. The idea behind all this 
extra work is to make sure that 
the concrete becomes compact 
and is free of voids or hollow 
spots. On small jobs the same 
results can be accomplished by 
tapping the sides of the form 
with a hammer. 

As soon as one six-inch layer 
of concrete has been made com- 
pact, pour in the next six-inch 
layer and repeat the compacting 
process. Of course you never 
want to allow mixed concrete to 
stand for longer than 30 min- 
utes before getting it into place. 

Once the concrete has been 
poured the surface must be fin- 
ished off. For jobs like floors 
where you want a smooth dense 
surface, allow the concrete to 
stand for several hours after it 
has been poured and made level 
and then go over it with a steel 
trowel. Don't overda this steel 
troweling for if you do, you will 
remove too much water from 
the surface of the concrete and 
when it dries it will be likely to 
dust. 

For walks and driveways you 
want a rather rough surface 
that won't be slippery in wet 
weather so you use a wood float 
instead of a steel trowel. 

After the concreté has been 
finished, cover it with wet bur- 
lap and leave this on and keep 
it damp for a week or 10 days 
to insure proper curing of the 
concrete. 


Concrete Work 


When joining a concrete ter- 
race, drive or walk to the con- 
erete foundations of a house, 
leave a small gap to take up 
the expansion and contraction 
of the concrete. This space can 
be filled with a strip of 54 out- 
side insulating board which can 
be set in place before the con- 
crete is poured.

Then sprin- 
kle a little flour on them and 
pour on a couple of glasses 
of wine, red or white. When 
the wine has cooked down 
somewhat and the potatoes are 
piping hot, serve them up.

OTATO CAKES, invented 

by the Germans and con- 

sidered by them to be an in- 
dispensable accompaniment to 
dishes such as sauerbraten, are 
easy enough to make, but the 
trick is in the frying. Anyone 
can turn out potato cakes that 
are either leathery or hard. But 
not everyone can fry them so 
that they are well done all 
through, yet light and crisp and 
tender. 


First, peel six potatoes and 
grate them coarsely. Add a 
slightly beaten egg and a little 
pepper and mix well. Sprinkle 
on a tablespoon of flour and 
mix it just a little. 

Now for the frying. To do it 
properly, you should make the 
cakes one at a time. Heat a 
heavy skillet, and. when it’s 
good and hot put in a dollop of 
bacon dripping and when it is 
hot, put a tablespoon of the 
mixture on ft, flatten it into a 
cake and let it brown. When it’s 
brown (and don't let it get dark 
brown and hard) pick it up on 
a pancake turner. Have ready a 
mixture of three tablespoons of 
salt, dissolved in a half cup of 
water. Put a spoonful of this 
on the griddle, put the cake 
on it brown side up, and cover 
it immediately with a pot cover. 
Let it cook a couple of minutes, 
put it on a hot platter, and go 
on from there.

EOPLE ask me how the term “stop killing yourself” 
Pram about. One day an editor called me from New 

York and said: “In your practice do you find that there 
are many people who go about killing themselves? By that 
I mean, do they go con- 
trariwise to your orders 
for their  self-preserva- 
tion?” 

I answered: “Of course. 
I see it every day in prac- 
tice.” Then he asked: “How 
would you like to do a 
book on that theme?” I 
said nothing would be 
more interesting to me, 
more thought - provoking, 
and, even more, perhaps 
: helpful to many people. 

DR. PETER STEINCROHN Case after case came to 
mind. Before I knew it, I had sufficient case-histories to 
fill ten books. It seems inconceivable that normal human 
beings will do anything that might shorten their lives. 
Nevertheless, it is true.

YOU CAN KILL yourself by being too fat. By smoking 
too much. By overeating, overdrinking and by undereating. 
By sleeping too little; by overworking. Overexercise will do 
it, too. For example, there is the man who tries to prove 
to himself and to his children that he is the same great 
athlete he was when he was in high school or college. So 
he challenges his teen-aged son to four sets of hard singles 
under a hot sun. Often such misguided athletes are carried 
off the court with an attack of coronary thrombosis—or have 
it in bed hours after such exertion. 


Would you say that such a man was killing himself or 
just being foolish? People like to say, when they have done 
something detrimental to their health: “I guess I was fool- 
ish.” There’s more to it than that. It’s like handling a gun, 
having it go off and hurting somebody then saying: “I didn't 
know it was loaded.” 


All it takes is common sense and an awareness that the 
human body is a fragile machine. True, it is intrinsically 
tough and will take a lot of beating; but comes a time when 
it is no longer able to withstand the strains put upon it by 
unthinking people.

I REMEMBER A MAN with high blood pressure who 
killed himself. I told him that he was working too hard. 
I asked that he give up exercising in the gymnasium. I 
suggested that he rest as much as possible. He agreed. One 
day he said: “Doctor, I'm going up to the Maine woods this 
month with three of iay friends to fish. Is that all right?” 
I said that there was nothing more relaxing provided you 
take it in moderate doses. He said: “I'll take care all right.” 
He was taken home with a cerebral hemorrhage and died 
two weeks later. What had happened? I was told of the 
nature of his fishing trip. 

Not content just to fish, he had engaged in portage— 
carrying a heavy canoe from stream to lake. He insisted in 
helping, although his friends, knowing his condition, advised 
him against exerting. Early one morning he collapsed while 
bearing his part of the load. They put him in the canoe and 
carried him to the nearest camp. Would you say that this 
man went about killing himself or was just “being foolish”?

Dia- 
beties are careless with their insulin dosage and diets; heart 
patients go on doing as much work as they did before their 
attack. Hundreds of thousands self-treat themselves with 
home remedies and medicines recommended by friends who 
are plumbers, brokers and lawyers—al] ignorant of the first 
principles of health-preservation. Do you agree that we go 
about killing ourselves?

Read the labels on 
a lotion bottle before buying 
one. Protect your skin with 
one of these sun-screen prod- 
ucts and replenish it frequently 
while tanning. 

Don’t overtook the fact that 
your skin needs protection for 
the whole summer (a deep tan 
is no proof against a burn). A 
dip in the ocean or pool, sand, 
perspiration and contact with 
clothing all wear away your

coating. While you are sun- 
ning. put on a fresh application 
every time you turn over or 
expose a different part of your 
body to the sun.

If your 
hair seems to be parched and 
hard to manage, take frequent 
oil shampoos and a daily shine 
with pomade.

$ NEW YORK. 

VERY interesting study 

will be completed this sum- 

mer by an archaeological ex- 
pedition in the Negeb area of 
Israel. This expedition is headed 
by Dr. Nelson Glueck, the world- 
famous Biblical archaeologist. 
He has used the Bible to dis- 
cover King Solomon's mines, to 
locate 1000 buried cities in the 
Jordan, and to uncover King 
Solomon’s port city on the Red 
Sea. 

Last summer he uncovered 
a 150-mile route used by the 
ancient Israelites when they 
fled from Egypt and also found 
the sites of 300 hitherto un- 
known villages, some of them 
dating back to 4000 B.C. He 
is responsible for the hope and 
determination on the part of 
Israeli leaders to resettle the 
Negeb and see it bloom again, 
for his explorations have shown 
that at one time the Negeb was 
intensively settled and culti- 
vated,

DR. GLUECK’S STUDIES 
have taken him to the Arab 
countries and to Israel and he 
probably knows more than any- 
one else about the history of 
Israel-Arab relations. In the 
past, he proved by his explora- 
tions and. the Bible that the 
Negeb was once, and can be 
again, a route on which the en- 
tire trade of the Middle East 
could binge.
